On the 25th January 1964, information was received at 
about 3.30 p.m, that the notorious dacoit Bachchulal with 
Mahabir and other members of his gang was hiding in a 


sugarcane field in village Durgaganj and was preparing to 
commit a dacodty that night, Shri Surendra Kishore Tnvedi 
and Shri Bakshish Husain along with a few constables 
immediately left for Durgaganj on cycles. On reaching the 
village, they divided into three small parties and surrounded 
the field from three sides. On seeing the police, the dacoits 
moved into an adjoining field in which a crop of barley was 
standing. Seeing this, Shri Bakshish Husain rushed to inter- 
cept them without regard for his personal safety. The 
dacoits fired at Shri Bakshish Husain who returned the fir® in 
self-defence. There were about twelve dacoits in the barley 
field who fired at Shri Bakshish Husain but he remained 
undeterred and continued to return the fire. Meanwhile, 
Shri Trivedi advanced from his side of the field and engaged 
the dacoits, A bullet from one of the dacoits struck Shri 
Bakshish Husain, killing him on the spot. Shri Trivedi killed 
two dacoits with his fire who were identified as Bachchulal 
and Mahabir. 

In this encounter, Shri Surendra Kishore Trivedi and Shri 
Bakshish Husain exhibited conspicuous bravery and devotion 
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to duty in the performance of which the latter laid down his 
life.

Man Singh was informed that a mob of about 3000 to 4000 
Adivasis, armed with bows and arrows, spears and lathis, 
etc., was likely to commit arson and looting in Phnlasia, 
Bichhiwada, Kolyari and other villages in Udaipur district. 
Having asked the Police Lines in Udaipur to send a platoon 
of anned police to follow him, Shn Man Singh set out for 
Kolyari accompanied by only two Armed Police constables. 
On reaching the village at 6.00 next morning, he found that 
the Adivasis were looting shops in the bazar. Without wait- 
ing for the arrival of the Armed Police Platoon, Shri Man 
Singh went into the bazar and ordered the Adivasis to stop 
looting. When they defied him, he attacked the looters with 
a lathi and drove them off. He was then told that another 
group of Adivasis had broken open a shop in the nearby 
lane. Shri Man Singh pushed his way into the lane and 
attacked the looters who took to their heels. He then return- 
ed to the bazar where he prevented further looting, la this 
way, Shri Man Singh held a violent mob of 3000 to 4000 
persons in check at great risk to himself till Police reinforce- 
ments arrived from Udaipur, 

Shri Man Singh displayed outstanding courage and devotion 
to duty.
